Chief of Detectives O’Neill’s Views. 


„We have run down everything that has

vestment. The miners questioned this and 
challenged the proof to be taken from their 
books by a committee. The operators ac- 
cepted the challenge onfcondition the miners 

urn to work provided their statement was 
verified. The vote yesterday was on the ac- 
ceptance of this proposition. Secretary John- 
son of the Buard of Charities had mean- 
while examined the books of the Brazil Block 
Coal Co., which rg@presents three-fifths of all 
the operating interests here, and found their 
claim true. Asa mediator he met with the 
miners’ committee and urged them to accept, 
because the claim was true, and also because 
large orders for coal were pending that would 
in a week or ten days go elsewhere and they 
would be thrown out of work indefinitely or 
forced to work at a still greater reduction, 


Prison Bread for Starving Miners. 


Jortr, III., July 2.—The Warden of the 
penitentiary yesterday forwarded the starv- 
ing families of the miners at Braidwood nearly 
800 loaves of fresh bread, weighing four 
pounds apiece. The bread was made ine the 
prison bakery. Once before in the history 
of the prison a warden was called on to fur- 
nish bread to a starving eople. The day 
after the great Chicago rea carioad of 
bread was made at the prison and sent to 
Chicago where it was distributed to famishing 
people along the lake shore,

Dr. McInerney. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATOH. 

NEw YorK, July 2.—To be a doctor and at 
the same time a member of an Irish revolu- 
tionary society in the United States seems to 
invite more attention to the doctor than is 
good for him, for of the four men said to have 


been condemned to death by the faction of the 
Clan-na-Gael in Chicago, because they 
possessed knowledge that the funds of the so- 
ciety were being used for the enrichment of 
some individual members, three were doctors, 
Cronin of Chicago 1 of New York, 
and McOahey o Philadeiph a. The fourth— 
John Devoy of this city—is a veteran newspa- 
per man. Already one doctor ie Known to 
have been assassinated, and it is now believed 
by Mr. Devoy and his friends that another— 
Molnerney—has met the same fate. These are 
the facts: Mclnerney disappeared from this 
city on April 19, and has not since been either 
seen or heard of. Like the unfortunate Cronin 
he was good looking, well educated and 40 
years old. He was a native of Lim- 
erick, Ireland and me con- 
nected with the Fenian organization m 1867. 
After living in London and Edinburgh some 
time he came to New York and here obtained 
amedical diploma from the College of the 
City of New York. Afterward he was ap- 
pointed pbysician in the Broome street office 
of the Catholic Protectory andfrom there 
went to the French Hospital in Forty-second 
street, leaving it in ny * land going to a room 
at Trainor’s Hotel in Sixth avenue. Ten days 
afterward he disappeared and nobody knows 
now where he is. The doctor left word with a 
friend in Brooklyn that he was going West, 
having received a telegram from Omaha that 
a good opening awaited him there. John 
Devoy, one of Dr. McInerney’s most intimate 
friends, said yesterday: 

‘*I believe be has been murdered. When I 

said the same about Cronin’s disappearance 
many laughed at me; still, what I said was 
true. I believe the game unscrupulous gang 
who killed Cronin killed McInerney. There is 
no friend in Omaha who.would have invitea 
him but Patrick Hogan, tnd he says he did 
not. 
A letter, dated from London, with deep 
mourning border, addressed to ‘Dr. Melner- 
ney,’ was found at the Protectory office in 
Broome street, and was signed ‘Mary Bur- 
nell,“ announcing the death of her husband, 
and said, 1 don’tliketosignthe old name, 
as you may nos like it.’ aving first mur- 
dered Cronin, the assassins sought by inge- 
nious devices to blacken his character, and 
now having murdered McInerney—as I believe 
they have murdered him—they seek to do the 
same thing in his case. 

Wm. Connolly, Superintendent of the Labor 
Bureau at Castle Garden, made it known last 
night that he was a personal friend of Dr. 
McInerney, and that he was positive that the 
doctor had not been murdered. He knows 
where he is, but will not tell where he may be 
found. Dr. Melnerney, according to him, 
left this city on April 19, to seek employment 
in his profession. Since his departure Mr. 
Connolly has received two letters m him, 
the last dated on May 16. He knew that the 
doctor had not been connected with the 
Cronin matterin any way. The story about 
his being murdered he considered to be noth- 
ing but bosh, and desired to say on bis own 
authority that it was without foundation.

Passengers and Trainmen Killed 
and Cremated in the Debris. 


The Disaster Caused by a Washout Near 
Thaxton’s—The Train Running Slow and 
Behind Schedule Time—Meager Particu- 
Jars of the Accident—Names of the Killed 
Not Known—A Partial List of the Injured 
The Railroad Officials Claim That Only 
Five Persons Were Killed. 


Lon Und, Va., July2.—A special from 
Liberty to the Advance says: A fearful wreck 
occurred on the Norfolk & Western Railroad, 
near Thaxton’s, about thirty miles above the 
city. It is reported that forty persons were 

led. 

N A special from Liberty to the Advance gives 
the following particulars: A fearful catas- 
trophe occurred abouta mile west of Thax- 


ton at 1 o’clock this morning on 
the Norfolk & Western Railroad, 
by which about forty passengers 


were killed. The accident was caused by a 
vashout on a high hill. My informer tells me 
that there were only aboutseven of the crew 
and passengers saved. Allofthe cars were 
burned. Capt. Rowland Johnston was in 
charge of the train and is mortally wounded. 
Baggagemaster Ford is said to be very 
badly hurt. Maj. J. O. Cassell, 
Superinteneent of the Lynchburg division, 
was on the train and was seriously injured. 
L. B. Sommers of Abingdon, postal clerk, 
was bruised up considerably. The other 
postal clerk,J.J. Rose of Abingdon, was killed. 
All of the physicians and many of the citizens 
of Liberty went to the wreck as soon as 
the information reached here and did 
all that could be done for the wounded. Pat 
Donovan, the engineer, was burned up, as 
was also the fireman, named Bruce. The train 
dispatcher was also burned. Several of the 
wounded were brought here and taken to the 
Sanitarium. W. O. Steed of Cleveland, Tenn., 
is among the dead. This is all the particulars 
obtainable as yet. 
FIVE MEN KILLED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 2.—President F. J. 

Kimball of the Norfolk & Western Railroad, 


“aie has his headquarters in this city, when 


seen this afternoon in relation to the accident 
on his road this morning, said that while the 


wreck is a serious one and bas re- 
sulted in the loss of life, the report 
telegraphed from Lynchburg that forty 
persons were killed is greatly exaggerated. 
Mr. Kimball is in direct telegraphic communi- 
cation with the General Manager of the road. 
The information farnished him up to 1 o’clock 
this afternoon is that five persons were 
killed, nearly all of whom were train 
hands, and quite a number of persons 
injured. The train wrecked was krown as 
as No. 2, which left Roanoke a few minutes 
before midnight. A heavy rainstorm had 
prevailed throughout Virginia for about torty- 
eight hours, and the train was moving slowly 
and behind schedule time when it ran into a 
washout about 1:30 this morning near Taxh- 
ton s. The locomotive and several cars were 
thrown into the @iteh but the sleeper 
remained on the track. The cars caught fire 
after falling into the ditch,and quite a number 


passengers were severely burned in addi- 


Aron to those injured by the wreck. Telegrams 
were at once sent to Roanoke for assist- 
ance, and in asborttimea special train ar- 
rived from that city bringing a fire company 
anda number of physicians. Five persons 
are reported to Mr. Kimball as having been 
killed anda number injured, but no names 
have as yet been forwarded to him.

Charles A. Harrison, a Tobacco Drummer, 
Kills Himself Last Evening. 


Charles A. Harrison, aged 88 years, and a 
drummer for the Babcock Tobacco Co. ‘on 
Sixth and Olive streets, committed suicide 
last night at his boarding-house, 2025 Olive 
street, Dy tak ing poison. The 
cause which led him to end his 
existence was the loss of his posi- 
tion. He left a letter sealed and addressed to 
his employer and a note to the landlady, Mrs. 
L. E. Ruhle, which read as follows: 

Please telegraph my brother, L. Harrison, 
at Dyersburg, Tenn. 

This note was found in the inside pocket of 
his coat, and was written on a piece 
of Mr. Babcock’s letter paper. It 
was not found by Mrs. Ruhle until this morn- 
ing and was the first definite clew as to how he 
had come tohisdeath discovered, although 
suspicions that he died by his own hand had 
been aroused. 

Harrison returned to his home abont 11 
o’clock yesterday morning and went to his 
room. He asked Mrs. Rublefor

and shortly afterwards for a pitcher of ice 
water. She brought bothtohim. Some time 
afterwards he went to the bathroom and took 
a bath. About So’clock he called Miss Lena 
Ruhle, a sister-in-law of the landlady, and 
asked her to bring him some ice water, at 
the same time telling her to ask her 
mother to come up, as he was very 
sick. Whileshe was gone he suddenly be- 
came delirious, and dashing out of his room 
rushed into the bath-room and plunged into 
the water which he had left standing in the 
tub. He was lifted out by Mr. Ruhle and 
brought back to hisroom. He seemed to be 
IN GREAT AGONY, 
and it was with difficulty that he could be held 
in bed. Mrs. Ruhie asked him if she would 
send for a doctor. He replied: ‘*Wait 
awhile; I think I will be better.’’ He did 
not get better, however, and Mrs. Ruhle, be- 
ing very much alarmed about his con- 
dition, sent for her family physician, Dr. 
Briggs. While waiting his arrival she asked 
Harrison if she would not telegraph to his 
relatives.

We never had, and never will have, need 
for any coast defenses except coast guns 
of the best pattern and fast cruisers 
equipped with the latest inventions in 
the way of destructive armaments.

Life Lines, 


To the Editor of the P ost- Dispatch: 

The distressing accident which occurred 
at the river yesterday, as well as many 
similar which have happeged in the 
past, by which many valuable lives have been 
lost, might possibly and probably would have 
been averted by an arrangement which may 
be seen on various rivers in Europe. Whether 
the contrivance is the result of law or private 
DS is not known, but with con- 
siderable uniformity may be seen on all 
river craft, bridge piers, whact- 
boats and every other projection into 
or from the surface of the river, what 
may be called life lines. On the river 
craft, piers and wharfboats these are sus 
pended from the hulls or piers laterally with 
the surface of the water, and from 6 to 18 
inches above it, and extend at intervals ali 
about the bull, so that any one thrown into 
the water may readily grasp one of these 
lines until help reach him. This is bere men- 
tioned for the benefit of such legislators as 
are willing to take the matter up, for the idea 
is undoubtedly a good one, and the contriv- 
ance should be made compulsory.

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JUDGE WEAR WILL OBEY. 


Dunklin Couuty Clerksbip Trouble Ended— 
Judge Dillon's Rulings—Divorces Granted. 


Judge John S. Wear of Dunklin County, by 
his attorney, appeared in the Court of Appeals 
this morning and withdrew his appeal to the 
Supreme Court filed last week.

, Venezuela. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—A letter from Caracas, 
Venezuela, under date of June 10 says: 

Recent eveats in Caracas go to prove that 
the hostility of the people to the continued 
dictatorship of Guzman Blanco is just as vio- 
lent and that the repudiation of his au- 
thority by the Government is just 
as complete as it was during the 
exciting scenes described in my last letter. 
In fact, the communications that have passed 
between this city and Paris have done as 
much as the transactions here to widen the 
breach. It has now become known that im- 
mediately after the insults offered to his 
statues on the 27th of April and the refusal of 
the Government to punish those responsible 
therefor, Guzman Blanco sent one 
of his best known and trusted Lieutenants 
to incite 4 revolution for the 
purpose of overthrowing President Paul. The 
man selected was formerly Governor of the 
Federal District of Caracas and 22 a 
7 throughout the country. 
He is adesperate and determined character 
and was well supplied with funds.

Quarrels With and Stabs 
His Brother.
